‘Io form jsuch an as- 
sociation is-aseusy as making a good 
resolution, but it is as difficult.to keep 
the association aliva as to give per 
manent effect to the good. resolution. 
Such- has proved to be the’ cage in 


difficult for a Literary Society or. an 


‘trinsicelly one and the same, so far as 
we enn see—to liva and flourish: in 
Hongkong than in Shanghai or Singa-. 
| pore or Penang,.we do not know. - The’ 
only reason which suggests itself is one 
whieh is not flattering to the European

This,action, in which tho plaintiff seeks 
by injuaction to prevent the Stewards of 
the Jockey Club from’ interfering with: his 
rights and privileges as 6 membor of that 
body, was resumed t-day. 

Me 1. Robinson appeared for tha plain- 
tiff, insteucted by Mr H. J. Holmes; and 
Mr J. J. Francis, Q.0., and Me B. E, Pol- 
lock, fur the defendants, instractod by Mr 
G. 6. 0. Master (of Messra Johns on, Stokes 
and Master). > 

Mr Pollock addressed tho Oourt on behalf 
of the dofondants,fand when he had con- 


cluded, . 

Hia Lordship said—I do not think I need 
trouble you to reply, Mr Robinson, 
I really h.vo"no doubt in this case, and 
that baing ao L goo no roaeon why I should 
not give judgment on it at once. Tho 
action is one for an injanction against the 
Stewards of the Hongkong Jockey Olub 
fostrainiag. them {rom oxeluding tho pisin- 
tiff from the benelita of the Club; and with 
a view to the disposing, if possible, of the 
caso without going into other matters, tho 
partios have stated theso two questions for 
the opiniun of the Court. If I give my 
opittiion in favour of the dsfondauts it would 
hare the effet of stopping the action ; if, 
on the other hand, I decide for the

Mr Dennys ssid—The plaintiff in this 
caso was lataly second officer on board tha 
British steamer Whampoa, ond the defen- 
dant was and is master of the steamer. The 
plaintiff signed the articléa to be discharged 
at Shanghai and for four mouths. Before 
the expiration of that term—that is to ey, 
on 24th December, 1892, the steamer was 
in Hongkong, and the plaintiff then asked 
the defendant to discharge him, The defend- 
ant said he was willing to discharge him, but 
told him that that being a public holiday it 
would be necessary to pay a foe in order tu 
get the Harbour Master's office oponed. 
The defendant ssid that the egents of the 
ateamer were not willing to pay.that for, 
and anggested to the plaiutif that he 
ghould agree to’ await for his formal dis- 
chargo from the ship until the vessel got 
up to Shanghai, where she was bound, apd 
defendant would then immediatoly send 
down his discharge. . They algo arranged 


we shonld simply treat this as a contract 
with reference to this discharge, and that 
there has been a breach of contract in not 
sending it!
